Key  Industry  Duty  Exemptions. — The

etic;  sodium  monochloroacetate  (a  mono- 
loroacetic  salt). 

Committee  on  Pharmaceutical  Exhibi- 

■ons. — The  Association  of  British  Phar- 
aceutical  Industry  has  set  up  a  standing 
)mmittee  to  consult  with  the  promoters 


of  exhibitions  of  medical  and  pharmaceu- 
tical interest  with  a  view  to  avoiding  re- 
dundancy. Promoters  of  such  exhibitions, 
including  those  held  in  conjunction  with 
conferences  or  congresses,  are  asked  to 
communicate  with  the  Association  at  Tavi- 
stock House  North,  Tavistock  Square, 
London,  W.C.i. 

Retail  Sales  Drop. — Sales  of  chemists' 
wares  by  large-scale  retailers  in  January 
fell  to  less  than  half  the  level  of  the 
previous  month  but  they  were  2  per  cent, 
above  January  1949  over  the  country  as  a 
whole.  The  number  of  firms  making  re- 
turns to  the  Board  of  Trade  was  smaller 
than  usual.  The  panel  of  independent  re- 
tail chemists  reported  that  business  in 
January  was  20  per  cent,  below  the  record 
set  up  in  December  and  was  3  per  cent, 
lower  than  in  January  1949. 

Attempted  Murder  of  Chemist.  —  At 

Liverpool  city  magistrates'  court,  on  Feb- 
ruary 21,  Ronald  Williams,  no  fixed  ad- 
dress, was  committed  to  Manchester 
Assizes,  accused  of  attempting  to  murder 
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Mr.  John  Ewbank,  M.P.S.,  Oxford  Drive, 
Waterloo,  Liverpool.  Williams  was  re- 
manded in  custody.  The  prosecution  sta- 
ted that  Mr.  Ewbank  was  locking  up  his 
shop  in  Great  Homer  Street,  Liverpool, 
on  New  Year's  Eve,  when  someone  rained 
blows  on  his  head.  He  was  taken  to  hos- 
pital, where  ten  stitches  were  inserted. 

Bonus  for  Co-operative  Dispensers. — 

At  a  conference  of  the  Union  of  Shop,  Dis- 
tributive and  Allied  Workers  in  Manches- 
ter on  March  5  it  was  reported  that  the 
Manchester  and  Salford  Equitable  Society 
had  advised  the  union  that  bonus  pay- 
ments to  the  Society's  qualified  staff  (on 
basis  of  the  number  of  prescriptions  dis- 
pensed) had  been  approved  by  the  direc- 
tors, as  follows:  For  first  100  prescrip- 
tions each  week,  one  half-penny  each;  for 
the  second  hundred  each  week,  three-far- 
things each;  and  for  all  over  two  hundred 
each  week,  three-halfpence  each.  Unquali- 
fied assistants  would  be  paid  at  half  rate. 

Pharmaceuticals    on    the    Air.  The 

eighth  in  an  "  Export  Jigsaw "  series  of 
programmes  in  the  General  Overseas  Ser- 
vice of  the  B.B.C.  was  beamed  on  March 
1 5  under  the  title  "  British  Pharmaceuti- 
cals.'' Contributors  to  the  broadcast,  which 
lasted  thirty  minutes,  included  Sir  Maurice 
Hutton  (a  director,  Glaxo  Laboratories, 
Ltd.)  and  Dr.  E.  Lester  Smith  (the  com- 
pany's senior  biochemist)  Dr.  Frank  Hartley 
(scientific  services  director,  The  British 
Drug  Houses,  Ltd.)  and  Mr.  A.  Shepherd, 
M.P.S.  (Editor  "  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist Export  Review "),  whose  voices  went 
on  the  air,  and  Sir  Alexander  Fleming, 
whose  part  was  read  by  another.  The 
broadcast  emphasised  Britain's  achieve- 
ments in  medical  research  and  in  the 
manufacture  of  chemotherapeutic  agents. 
It  has  been  recorded  for  transcription.

A  letter  (E.C.L. 28/50)  to  Execi 
tive  Councils  authorises  them  to  approv 
any  of  the  variations  on  existing  displa 
cards,  window  pelmets,  etc.  Approval  c 
the  wording  on  a  display  card,  howevei 
should  not  carry  with  it  automatic  approvs 
of  the  same  wording  in  any  other  advertis 
ing  medium,  which  is  to  be  conditions 
upon  the  wording  being  replaced  by  th 
official  wording  at  the  earliest  opportunity

C.F.  Discussed   at  Portsmouth.  —  Ad- 

ressing  a  meeting  of  the  Portsmouth 
ranch  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
nion  held  at  Southsea  on  March  2,  Mr. 
.  H.  Kemp,  Ph.C.  (secretary,  Chemists 
ederation),  said  that  the  aim  of  the  Stan- 
ards'  Committee  was  to  make  the  symbol 
ft  in  relation  to  pharmaceutical  products 
hallmark  of  quality,  in  much  the  same 
ay  as  the  sign  AA  had  come  to  signify 


a  high  standard  of  service  in  the  mind  of 
the  motoring  section  of  the  public.  The 
era  of  trading  prosperity,  he  said,  was 
already  passing,  and  there  were  signs  that 
non-pharmaceutical  traders  were  again 
seeking  profitable  chemists'  wares.  It  was, 
therefore,  important  that  every  chemist 
who  valued  his  retail  trade  should  support 
C.F.  in  word  and  action.  The  voluntary 
publicity  fund  had  realised  £7,000,  but  it 
needed  more  than  a  few  voluntary  sup- 
porters to  pay  for  benefits  which  all  chem- 
ists in  business  enjoyed.  Hence,  following 
the  resolution  of  the  delegates  at  the 
N.P.U.  conference  in  October  1949,  mem- 
bers could  now  pay  their  subscription  to 
the  C.F.  through  the  N.P.U. 

Hints  on  Speedier  Pricing. — A  meeting 
of  the  Cornish  Branch  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  was  held  in  Truro 
on  February  26  to  meet  Mr.  J.  M.  Jen- 
nings (superintendent,  South-west  Pricing 
Committee,  Bristol).  Mr.  Jennings  de- 
scribed how  prescriptions  were  handled  by 
pricing  staffs,  the  reasons  for  delay  in 
pricing,  and  ways  in  which  chemists  could 
help  to  speed-up  pricing.  Among  the  sug- 
gestions made  were  the  following: — Take 
more  care  in  counting  scripts.  Make  up 
bundles  of  100  scripts  not  100  forms.  Do 
not  put  all  proprietary  scripts  in  S  bundle. 
See  that  each  bundle  is  an  average  bundle. 
Endorse  ambiguous  and  badly  written 
scripts  to  show  what  has  been  supplied, 
giving  maker's  name  and  address  of  un- 
usual items,  endorse  scripts  for  trusses  and 
hosiery  with  actual  cost  prices  that  can 
be  verified  with  invoices  if  necessary,  and 
be  careful  with  appliances  or  dentists' 
scripts  to  see  that  the  articles  are  listed.

Apprentices'  New  Wage  Scale. — A  new 

scale  of  wages  for  apprentices  to  come 
into  force  on  May  i,  was  accepted  by  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Ulster  Chem- 
ists' Association  at  its  meeting  in  Belfast 
on  March  7,  as  follows: — First  year,  £26; 
second  year,  £39  ;  third  year,  £52  ;  fourth 
year,  £39 ;  payable  monthly  in  arrears. 
In  fixing  payment  for  the  fourth  year  it 
was  borne  in  mind  that  apprentices  must 
undertake  a  nine  months'  course  of  full- 
time  study  and  that,  during  that  period, 
the  employer  was  liable  for  the  stamping 
of  National  Insurance  cards.  The  follow- 
ing were  elected  to  membership :  Messrs. 
R.  U.  Mathers  &  Co.,  Ltd.  (branch),  32 
Castle  Place,  Belfast ;  Dispensing  &  Surgi- 
cal Co.  (Belfast),  Ltd.  (branch),  23  North 
Street,  Lurgan.  The  following  approved 
previously,  were  elected  to  Associate 
membership :  (Assistant)  Miss  A.  C. 
Clarke ;  (apprentices)  Messrs.  J.  G.  Hut- 
chinson, J.  McErlean  and  S.  J.  Morrison. 
The  president  (Mr.  J.  Caldwell)  reported 
on  an  interview  he  had  had  with  a  manu- 
facturer concerning  his  policy  of  distri- 
bution. A  quotation  for  the  supply  of 
window  transparencies  was  accepted  and 
it  was  agreed  to  supply  one  transfer  to  each 
member. 

Northern  Ireland  Pharmaceutical  Ser- 
vices.— Moving  the  provision  of  an  addi- 
tional £240,000  for  the  pharmaceutical 
services  in  Northern  Ireland,  1949-50,  the 
Minister  of  Health  and  Local  Govern- 
ment (Dame  Dehra  Parker),  said  that  the 
increase  arose  partly  from  the  greater  num- 
ber and  cost  of  prescriptions  and  partly  from 
progress  made  by  the  Drug  Pricing  Bureau 
in  overtaking  arrears  in  the  pricing  of  pre- 
scriptions dispensed  by  chemists.  Many 
imported  drugs  came  from  dollar  countries, 
and  devaluation  of  the  £  sterling  was  re- 
flected in  an  upward  trend  in  the  cost  of 
the  ingredients  of  medicines.  With  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Ministry  of  Finance,  and 
after  formal  consultations  with  the  chem- 
ists' representatives,  a  modified  system  of 
pricing  prescription  forms  by  averaging 
had  been  introduced,  and  she  wished  to 
acknowledge  the  helpful  co-operation  of 
the  pharmaceutical  profession  in  the  mat- 
ter. Replying  to  Dr.  Samuel  Rodgers, 
who  had  suggested  that  a  charge  of  one 
penny  might  be  levied  on  each  bottle,  the 
Minister  replied  that  the  chemists  had  re- 
jected any  deposit  or  charge  system.  She 
added  an  appeal  for  the  return  of  bottles.

In  every 
ich  discussion  we  may  safely  start  with 
ie  familiar  phrase — it  was  Michael  Car- 
iighe's,  I  think — "  the  education  of  the 
endor."  Every  pharmacist  who  is  suffi- 
ently  educated  will,  as  a  matter  of 
jutine,  exercise  full  discretion  when  asked 
>  supply  any  article  likely  to  be  dele- 
irious  to  the  purchaser.  If  definite  steps 
re  to  be  taken  to  have  substances  of  either 
I  both  the  classes  named  by  the  Society's 
louncil  scheduled  by  the  Poisons  Board 
ley  must,  I  suggest,  be  initiated  by  the 
ledical  profession.  Practising  pharmacists 
ill  not  overlook  your  caution  about  the 
ossibility  of  non-observance  of  the  Coun- 
l's  advice  being  within  the  cognisance  of 
ie  Statutory  Committee.

Idition  to  the  statement  would  only  ac- 
:ntuate  its  ragged  appearance. 

Ublic  Health  Laboratories 

The  address  of  Dr.  C.  L.  Greening  on 
ie  Public  Health  Laboratory  service  (p. 
35)  is  of  importance  to  pharmacists,  not 
ily  for  its  intrinsic  interest  but  also  as 
1  exposition  of  the  scope  of  this  service, 
n  January  7  you  published  an  abstract 
:  a  paper,  read  at  an  evening  meeting  of 
ie  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  Edinburgh, 
ascribing  ways  in  which  local  hospitals 
in  be  served  by  chemists  in  retail  busi- 
es. The  success  obtained  by  the 
ithors  of  that  paper  in  work  of  this  kind 
ay  tempt  unwary  pharmacists  to  launch 
it  in  directions  not  warranted  by  pro- 
ibility  of  adequate  return.  The  compre- 
ssive nature  of  the  Public  Health  Lab- 

atory  service  should  therefore  be  clearly 
alised.     Constituent  and  associated  lab- 


oratories number  fifty-three.  The  Treasury 
has  taken  over  running  costs.  Reference 
laboratories  for  particular  problems  have 
been  established,  and  each  laboratory  has 
behind  it  what  is  described  as  a  chain  of 
experts  for  consultation.  Among  the  sub- 
jects dealt  with  are  epidemic  diseases,  food 
poisoning,  fevers,  water,  milk  and  sewage. 
Research  as  well  as  routine  examination  is 
carried  on.  These  details  and  others  pub- 
lished lead  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
owner  of  a  single  pharmacy,  however  com- 
petent by  training  and  experience  he  or 
she  may  be,  and  however  well  equipped 
for  pharmaceutical  operations  the  pre- 
mises are,  cannot  compete  on  equal  terms 
with  an  organisation  established  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Medical  Research  Council 
and  backed  by  the  Treasury. 

Rare  Herbals 

It  may  be  hoped  that,  before  this  para- 
graph appears,  the  herbal  of  Dodoens  men- 
tioned in  your  report  of  the  March  Coun- 
cil meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
(p.  307)  has  been  added  to  the  Society's 
library.  The  current  price  of  this  volume 
and  that  of  the  herbal  of  Fuchs  mentioned 
by  Mr.  C.  W.  Maplethorpe  are  in  the 
ratio  of  about  one  to  nineteen.  This  does 
not  mean,  of  course,  that  the  one  book  is 
botanically  nineteen  times  as  valuable  as 
the  other,  but  simply  that  the  fancies  of 
saleroom  frequenters  have  created  the  dif- 
ference. Leonhard  Fuchs,  a  German,  born 
in  1 50 1.  was  by  profession  a  physician.  His 
"  De  Historia  Stirpium,"  published  in 
Latin  in  1542  and  in  German  in  the  fol- 
lowing year,  contains  .descriptions  of  about 
500  plants.  The  text  and  illustrations  are 
of  great  merit,  and  receive  high  praise  in 
Dr.  Agnes  Arber's  well-known  volume  on 
herbals.  A  link  between  Fuchs  and 
Dodoens  is  found  in  the  fact  that  in  a 
herbal  issued  in  1554  the  latter  took  Fuchs' 
herbal  as  a  model  for  descriptions  of  plants. 
Rembert  Dodoens,  whom  Dr.  Arber  calls 
"  the  first  Belgian  botanist  of  world-wide 
renown,"  was  born  in  15 17.  Like  Fuchs 
he  was  a  physician.  The  volume  mentioned 
in  your  report  on  p.  307  contains  many 
original  illustrations  as  well  as  some  bor- 
rowed from  de  l'Ecluse  and  de  l'Obel,  fel- 
low-countrymen who  shared  in  his  botani- 
cal observations.  The  closeness  of  their 
friendship  is  indicated  by  the  arrangement 
with  their  publisher  that  their  illustrations 
should  be  treated  as  common  property  of 
the  three  authors.

THE  WEEK  IN  PARLIAMENT 

Tuberculosis  in  Scotland  was  a  subject 
raised  by  Mr.  J.  Rankin  on  March  9.  Mr.

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HEALTH  SERVICE  COST  DEBATED 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 

Dealing  with  the  supplementary  estimates     the  most  serious  doubts  as  to  the  practj 


for  the  National  Health  Service  in  the 
House  on  March  15,  Sir  Stafford  Cripps 
(Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer)  said  that 
pharmaceutical  services,  dental  and  sup- 
plementary ophthalmic  services  showed 
between  them  an  excess  of  about  £45  mil- 
lions. Though  there  was  an  element  in 
these  of  price  change,  by  far  the  greatest 
factor  was  the  element  of  consumer  de- 
mand. It  was  here  that  there  existed  a 
large  pent-up  demand  and  there  was  no 
possible  way  of  estimating  how  big  it  was 
or  how  long  it  would  last.  In  fact  it  had 
continued  much  longer  than  estimated,  at 
a  much  higher  level,  and  only  now  was  the 
curve  of  demand  beginning  to  flatten  out. 
The  largest  item  of  the  supplementary 
estimates  was  for  hospitals  and  specialists. 
The  Chancellor  said  that  the  difficulty  had 
been  that  the  hospital  management  commit- 
tees had  only  very  recently  been  appointed, 
some  had  skeleton  staffs,  and  there  had 
not  been  time  for  adequate  review  of  the 
hospitals  grouped  for  the  first  time  under 
their  care.  Often  no  satisfactory  accounts 
existed  on  which  estimates  could  be  firmly 
based.  The  original  estimates  put  in  were 
cut  by  £12  millions  to  ensure  that  there 
was  no  waste.  But  it  turned  out  that  the 
management  committees  and  regional 
boards  had  in  fact  under-estimated  their 
expenditure.  It  was  the  revised  estimates 
produced  on  this  basis  which  eventually 
gave  rise  to  the  increase  of  £50  millions 
in  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services.  There 
were  other  items  which  had  not  come  into 
being  or  were  not  ascertained  until  after 
the  regional  estimates  had  been  put  in — 
such  as  the  implementation  of  the  Spens 
report  and  of  the  Whitley  award  to  nurses. 

Halt  Called 

Sir  Stafford  said  it  was  necessary  to  call 
a  h  ilt  to  further  development  of  these 
services.  "  We  must  therefore  regard  the 
estimates  for  the  forthcoming  year  as  a 
ceiling  beyond  which  we  must  not  be 
carried  by  new  development  or  extensions 
to  existing  services  which  cannot  be  pro- 
vided out  of  ascertainable  economies  in 
other  directions.'' 

Dr.  Charles  Hill  hoped  that  the  ten- 
dency to  regard  the  larger  number  of  lesser 
calls  on  the  service  as  "  frivolous  "  would 
cease.  The  whole  object  of  the  Service 
was  to  bring  people  to  the  doctors  to  pre- 
vent the  trivial  becoming  tragic.    He  had

een  anticipated.  This  was  a  result,  no 
oubt,  of  the  lack  of  detailed  information 
-information  which  it  may  be  too  early 
3  expect  but  which  will  have  to  be  forth- 
oming  if  the  Government's  declared  aim 
f  the  "best  possible  national  health  ser- 
ice  within  the  limits  of  expenditure  "  or 
he  British  Medical  Association's  secretary's 
ieclaration  (in  a  maiden  speech  for  the 
Opposition)  that  the  Service  must  be  made 
!'  a  resounding  success  "  is  to  be 
mplemented. 

Nevertheless,  statements  made  by  both 
he  Chancellor  and  the  Minister  of  Health 
trust  be  regarded  as  of  the  highest  import- 
mce.  Sir  Stafford  Cripps  said  the  supple- 
nentary  estimates  were  "  a  special  case  " 
>ecause  the  largest  item  (that  for  hospitals 
ind  specialists)  had  its  origin  in  the  hospi- 
al  management  committees  in  August 
948.  Those  committees  had  then  been 
tnly  recently  appointed.  Some  had  had 
>nly  skeleton  staffs  available,  and  in  many 
ases  no  satisfactory  accounts  existed  on 
vhich  estimates  could  be  firmly  based, 
fi^e  was  now  to  be  a  thorough  examina- 
ion  of  the  control  of  N.H.S.  expenditure, 
ind  the  Government  would  concentrate  on 
>erfecting  the  organisation  that  had  been 


set  up.  It  was  necessary  to  call  a  halt  to 
further  development  of  the  Service. 

The  Minister  of  Health  was  more 
aggressive  and  more  controversial.  He  in- 
dicated where  he  thought  that  "  some 
economies  ought  to  be  made  as  soon  as 
possible."  The  fields  in  which  he  saw 
possibilities  of  cuts  were  (a)  in  proprie- 
tary medicines,  which  have  become  "  a 
part  of  the  racket  in  civilised  society," 
and  (b)  in  bulk  purchase  of  medical  sup- 
plies. It  will  not  pass  unnoticed  that  the 
three  examples  he  gave  of  "  unnecessarily 
expensive  "  proprietaries  were  curiously 
selected.  They  included  two  which  are,  or 
have  been,  advertised  direct  to  the  public. 
It  is  not  impossible  that  '  they  have 
appeared  on  N.H.S.  prescriptions,  but  the 
occasions  must  have  been  comparatively 
rare.  The  whole  question  of  proprietaries 
on  prescription  is  one  that  has  to  be  faced, 
but  pharmacists,  at  least,  will  not  uncritic- 
ally accept  the  view  that  money  spent  on 
such  medicines  under  the  Health  Service 
is  necessarily  wasted.  Many  would  consider 
that  prescribing  standards  have  consistently 
improved  under  N.H.S.  To  prescribe  pre- 
cisely the  right  drug — and  in  the  right 
form  —  for  the  patient  may  save  long 
periods  of  treatment  with  less  effective 
medicaments,  and  part  of  the  increased 
cost  of  the  general  medical  services  is,  as 
the  Chancellor  acknowledged,  "  the  effect 
of  a  large  pent-up  demand  which  was  only 
just  beginning  to  subside." 

The  crux  of  the  question  is  whether  the 
expense  of  the  researches  which  result  in 
the  best  proprietaries  is  to  be  allowed  to 
the  manufacturers  in  the  prices  paid  to 
them.  In  carrying  out  unconsidered  cuts 
in  that  direction  the  Chancellor  might  be 
cutting  progress  in  cutting  costs. 

Triennial  Testing-time 

Under  the  constitution  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  the  whole  of  the 
eighteen  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee are  subject  to  election  every  three 
years.  Theoretically  this  could  lead  to  a 
"  swing  of  the  pendulum,"  a  new  set  of 
members  each  time,  and  a  zig-zag  sequence 
of  activities. 

In  practice,  it  has  had  no  such  results. 
On    the   contrary,    the   N.P.U.  elections

make  the  much-publicised  apathy  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  electorate  takes  on 
almost  an  aspect  of  feverish  enthusiasm  by 
comparison.  Three  years  ago,  in  the  six- 
teen geographical  Divisions  (one  of  them 
a  three-member  constituency)  there  were 
only  three  contests,  and  in  only  one  of 
them  was  a  sitting  member  defeated.  While 
the  number  of  members  eligible  to  vote 
in  each  Division  is  not  known,  it  may  be 
taken  to  be  —  on  the  basis  of  approxi- 
mately equal  numbers  of  electors  per  re- 
turned member  of  the  known  high  mem- 
bership of  the  Union  among  eligible  phar- 
macists (say  one-sixteenth  of  95  per  cent, 
of  12,000)  —  rather  over  600  per  single- 
member  Division. 

The  highest  vote  for  any  candidate  in 
1947  was  235,  and  the  lowest  thirty-nine. 
That  was  a  year  which  was  described  in 
the  N.P.U.  pink  Supplement  as  a  "  year  of 
preparation."  For  the  apparent  lack  of  in- 
terest some  blame  the  territorial  basis  of 
election,  and  it  may  be  that  a  newcomer 
feels  reluctance  to  enter  the  field  against 
a  locally  popular  figure  who  may  even,  in 
so  comparatively  small  an  electorate,  be 
an  old  personal  friend.  That  is  borne  out, 
too,  by  the  fact  that  a  little  competition 
is  occurring  in  three  Divisions  in  which 
four  present  members  of  the  Executive 
(Messrs.  Bryan,  Hearle,  Seaton  and  Skues) 
are  not  seeking  re-election.  It  still  does 
not  fully  explain  the  jump  this  year  to 
seven  contests,  one  of  them  (Southern  Divi- 
sion 2)  a  three-cornered  one.  Some  specu- 
lation is  inevitable  as  to  why  the  present 
year  attracts  more  candidates  than  the 
"year  of  preparation,"  1947.  It  does  not 
appear  to  be  a  case  of  the  younger  genera- 
tion knocking  at  the  door,  for  while  some 
have  youth  on  their  side,  by  no  means  all 
the  contestants  are  youthful  (see  pp.  340- 
41.)  A  few  critical  voices  were  raised  at 
Branch  Conferences  against  the  present 
leaders  of  the  N.P.U. ,  but  one  looks  in 
vain  for  the  critics  among  the  candidates. 

Whether  or  not  the  percentage  of  voters 
who  take  part  in  the  ballot  bears  out  the 
first  impression  that  apathy  is  ending,  it 
looks  as  though  the  result  will  be  no  great 
change  in  the  direction  of  the  Union,  and 
Mr.  Noble  and  his  colleagues  may  feel 
happy  that  they  retain  at  least  the  passive 


support  of  the  great  majority  of  the 
members. 

A  Toxic  Factor  Isolated 

Following  shortly  upon  the  announceme 
that  the  process  of  "  improving  "  flour  1 
treatment  with  Agene  (nitrogen  trichlorid 
is  to  be  abandoned  in  Britain  (see  C.  &  L 
February  4,  p.  129),  Sir  Edward  Mellanb 
F.R.S.,  and  colleagues  at  the  National  I: 
stitute  for  Medical  Research  and  Nutritk 
Building,  Mill  Hill,  London,  have  su 
ceeded  in  isolating  ("Nature,"  1950,  16 
345-46)  a  crystalline  toxic  factor  produce 
in  flour  by  Agenisation. 

In  1946  Mellanby  showed  that  dogs  U 
on  flour  treated  with  nitrogen  trichlorie 
were  subject  to  epileptiform  fits  ("  canii 
hysteria  "  or,  in  America,  "  running  fits  ' 
and  concluded  that  a  toxic  factor  in  tl 
treated  flour  was  responsible.  The  dangi 
of  this  compound  to  canine,  if  not  huma 
health  was  to  be  measured  by  the  fa 
that  about  90  per  cent,  of  the  flour  use 
in  Britain  was  treated  with  nitrogen  ti 
chloride.  Now,  after  some  years'  work,  tr 
active  ingredient  has  been  isolated  by 
complicated  process  involving  digestion  1 
the  separated  gluten,  hydrolysis  of  the  pr< 
duct,  electro-dialysis,  fractional  chromatt 
graphy,  and  further  fractionisation  of  tl 
product  obtained  (which  contained  at  lea 
fifteen  compounds)  by  chromatography  c 
a  paper  column.  A  total  of  about  1 
mgm.  of  the  crystalline  factor  has  been  is< 
lated.  The  factor  gave  rise  to  epileptifon 
fits  in  a  ferret  (a  more  convenient  expei 
mental  animal  than  the  dog)  after  a  tot; 
dose  of  approximately  3  mgm.  given  ove 
five  days.  The  cumulative  nature  of  tl 
poison  is  stressed,  and  it  is  added  that  th 
toxic  action  is  probably  influenced  b 
other  elements  in  the  diet.  Products  e 
hydrolysis  of  the  factor  are  shown  by  pape 
chromatography  to  be  homocysteic  aci( 
cc-aminobutyric  acid,  methionine  sulpho: 
ide  and  sulphone,  and  homoserine.  Late 
experiments  have  shown  that  the  molecu] 
degraded  is  not  likely  to  have  containe 
methionine.  Samples  of  a  crystalline  fgrJa 
supplied  by  other  laboratories  appear  to  b 
identical  with  that  isolated  by  the  Media 
Research  Council  workers.

sd  as  the  inverse  ratio  of  the  amount 
it  which  produces  a  given  effect  to  the 
ount  of  the  standard  required  to  pro- 
ce  the  same  effect.  Potency  according 
that  definition  might  vary  with  the 
e  of  effect  under  consideration,  and 
h  its  intensity  and  from  time  to  time 
ficulties  of  this  kind  are  met.

Animals 
ng  variable  creatures,  a  simultaneous 
mparison  of  the  test  and  standard  pre- 
rations  must  be  made,  and  the  animals 
st  be  randomly  assigned  to  each  pre- 
ration.  In  principle,  an  assay  is  con-

tions. The  curves  relating  the  average 
animal  responses  to  the  dose  (or  more 
usually  to  the  logarithms  of  the  dose)  are 
worked  out,  and  the  results  used  to  obtain 
the  potency  of  the  preparation  under  test. 
Then  the  error  of  the  result  has  to  be 
worked  out.  It  is  usually  given  in  the  form 
of  fiducial  (or  confidence)  limits  for  the 
result  (limits  between  which  it  is  reason- 
ably certain  the  true  value  lies — see  be- 
low). In  a  great  many  tests  the  response 
is  found  to  be  linearly  related  to  the  lo- 
garithm of  the  dose,  and  the  response 
lines  for  test  and  standard  are  found  to  be 
parallel.  (If  significant  departures  from 
parallelism  are  found,  whether  the  lines 
are  straight  or  not,  there  is  an  immediate 
warning  that  for  one  reason  or  another 
the  test  may  not  be  a  good  one). 

The  test  is  usually  designed  to  have 
the  same  number  of  animals  on  each  dose, 
and  to  have  the  successive  doses  in  a  con- 
stant ratio  to  one  another.  Preliminary  in- 
formation should  be  used  to  ensure  that, 
so  far  as  possible,  the  average  responses 
to  test  and  standard  should  be  equal  to 
one  another.  In  general,  litter  mates  (e.g., 
of  rats)  are  less  variable  than  animals  from 
different  litters,  so  that  error  is  reduced 
by  arranging  to  have  one  member  of  each 
litter  on  each  dose. 

The  principle  may  be  illustrated  by  data 
taken  from  an  assay  of  vitamin  D,  using 
the  line  test  in  rats.  Four  solutions  were 
being  compared  (x,  y,  z,  w).  Litters  of 
four  female  rats  were  used,  and  one  mem-

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ber  of  each  litter  was  dosed  with  each 
solution  at  three  dose  levels  (0.00015  gm., 
0.0003  §m-  and  0.0006  gm.).  The  four 
rats  were  randomly  assigned  to  each  of 
the  four  doses.  The  table  gives  the  results 
for  the  dose  of  0.00015  gm.  Columns  (2) 
to  (5)  giye  tne  results  for  each  rat.  In  the 
next  four  columns,  to  eliminate  any  effect 
of  solution  differences,  each  result  has  been 
subtracted  from  the  mean  for  its  own  solu- 
tion. It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  con- 
siderable variation  from  rat  to  rat  even 
within  litters.  But  it  will  be  noticed  that 
the  deviations  within  litters  show  less  vari- 
ation than  between  litters.  Within  litters, 
either  the  deviations  have  all  the  same 
sign  or  else  three  out  of  four  of  them  have ; 
the  tendency  for  whole  litters  to  be  above 
or  below  the  average  is  clear.  The  mean 
deviations  of  the  columns  give  the  mean 
deviations  for  one  rat  from  each  litter ; 
they  therefore  involve  litter  differences.  If 
in  each  litter,  each  deviation  is  subtracted 
from  the  mean  of  the  four  for  that  litter, 
the  effect  of  litters  is  eliminated.  The  re- 
sulting deviations  are  seen  to  be  smaller 
and  to  oscillate  in  sign,  showing  that  vari- 
ability among  animals  from  the  same  litter 
is  smaller  than  in  general,  and  hence  com- 
parisons between  solutions  are  more  accu- 
rate if  one  member  of  each  litter  is  put  on 
each  solution  than  if  the  animals  are 
selected  indiscriminately  from  the  available 
stock. 

Accuracy  Estimated 

How  accurate  comparison  between  solu- 
tions is  can  be  estimated.  The  variability 
of  result,  if  the  experiment  is  repeated  a 
large  number  of  times,  depends  on  the 
variability  in  response  among  animals 
treated  alike.  If  a  measure  is  to  hand 
of  the  variability  of  the  latter,  a  measure 
of  the  variability  of  the  former  can  be  de- 
duced. The  statistician  usually  measures 
variability  by  calculating  the  standard  de- 
viation. He  can  then  estimate  what  pro- 
portion of  his  observations  lie  between 
given  limits.  The  effect  of  using  litter 
mates  is  that  the  standard  deviation  of  re- 
sponse in  rats  treated  alike  can  be  calcu- 
lated from  the  figures  in  the  last  four" 
columns  (and  two  other  similar  sets  of 
figures  obtained  from  the  other  two  dose 
levels).  The  final  result  is  usually  given 
together  with  the  fiducial  limits.  These 
are  limits  that  can  be  calculated  by  a 
fixed  rule  when  the  standard  deviation  of 
response  in  the  animals  is  known,  and  are 
such  that  in,  say,  95  per  cent,  of  experi-

Importance  of  Design 

Sometimes  more  elaborate  designs  mal 
be  used  with  advantage.    For  example,  if 
is  known  that,  in  a  colony  of  rabbits,  irl 
dividual  rabbits  vary  in  their  sensitivity  tl 
insulin,  and  the  whole  colony  undergoej 
fluctuations  in  sensitivity  over  a  period  cji 
time.    Since  it  is  not,  in  general,  possibl 
to  test  the  same  rabbit  more  than  oncj 
on  the  same  day,  what  is  known  as  a  latii  ; 
square  design  may  be  used  with  advantage 
A  latin  square  is  an  arrangement  of  treai  [ 
ments  on  a  square  such  that  each  treai 
ment  occurs  once  and  once  only  in  eaci 
column  and  row. 

In  all  designs  there  must  be  a  deliberat  j 
element  of  randomisation  if  a  valid  estii  : 
mate  of  error  is  to  be  obtained.  This  i  if 
because  the  calculation  of  the  errors  0  : 
results  involves  an  estimate  of  what  wouli 
happen  in  the  long  run  were  the  tests  rej 
peated  under  the  same  conditions  with  j  : 
random  selection  of  animals  from  the  sam 
stock. 

The  following  example  shows  how  mud 
can  be  done  by  applying  modern  know 
ledge  of  biological  standardisation,  ex 
perimental  planning,  statistical  investiga 
tion  and  international  co-operation: — -U]  ;! 
to  the  beginning  of  1950  the  Internationa  'j 
Standard  of  Reference  for  vitamin  D  wa 
a  solution  of  irradiated  ergosterol  in  oliv 
oil,  containing  1,000  international  units  0 
vitamin  D  per  gm.  In  addition  to  calci 
ferol  (vitamin  D2)  it  contained  other  pro 
ducts  "of  irradiation  of  ergosterol.  In  1934 
the  Second  International  Conference  oil 
Vitamin  Standardisation  recommende< 
that  "  when  the  present  Internationa! 
Standard  Solution  is  exhausted,  or  if  i 
should  become  unsatisfactory  for  any  rea| 
son,  it  should  be  replaced  by  an  equiva 
lent  solution  of  pure  crystalline  vitamii 
D  in  olive  oil  of  such  strength  that  1  mg 
contains  0.025  Pg.  of.  crystalline  vit^ir 
D." 

However,  a  further  possibility  recenth 
presented  itself — the  adoption  of  a  sampl< 
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pure  vitamin  D3  as  the  International 
tandard  of  Reference  (the  advantage  be- 
lg  that  it  could  be  used  for  determining 
ie  vitamin-D  contents  of  oils  intended 
ther  for  human  or  for  animal  and  poul- 
y  feeding).  Since  vitamins  D3  and  D2 
re  equally  effective  in  the  rat,  and  prob- 
bly  also  in  the  human  being,  vitamin  D 
reparations  intended  for  human  beings 
in  be  standardised  by  tests  on  rats.  But 
tamin  D2  (calciferol)  is  relatively  ineffec- 
ve  for  the  chick,  and  therefore  the  vita- 
in-D2  standard  cannot  be  used  in  the 
etermination  of  the  vitamin-D  content  of 
reparations  for  poultry  feeding.  The 
ritish  Standards  Institution's  standard 
eparation  of  vitamin  D3  has  therefore 
een  used  for  the  assay  of  poultry  pre- 
arations  in  G'reat  Britain.  The  adoption 
:  one  International  Standard  of  Refer- 
ice  for  all  vitamin  D  determinations 
ould  simplify  matters  for  clinicians,  phar- 
acists,  veterinarians  and  farmers.  Re- 
ently  a  conference  on  biological  standard- 
ation,  held  in  London  by  the  World 
[ealth  Organisation  at  the  beginning  of 
ie  year,  proposed  the  adoption  interna- 
onally  of  D3  as  a  standard ;  and  the 
^orld  Health  Organisation  has  adopted 
ie  recommendation. 

Before  that  stage  could  be  reached,  much 
reliminary  work  was  necessary.  The  vita- 
lin-D  subcommittee  of  the  Accessory 
ood  Factors  Committee  of  the  (British) 
ledical  Research  Council  organised  a  col- 
borative  experiment  to  see  whether  it 
ould  be  possible  to  adopt  a  sample  of 
itamin  D3  as  the  International  Standard 
f  Reference.  Five  firms  known  to  be 
laking  D3  were  invited  to  contribute  about 
gm.  each.  The  subcommittee  thought  it 
esirable  to  compare  the  following  prepara- 
ons  for  vitamin-D  activity  by  biological 
sts :  — 

1.  The  present  international  standard 
ar  vitamin  D. 

2.  The  new  preparation  of  pooled  sam- 
>les  of  vitamin  D3. 

3.  The  British  Standards  Institution 
tandard  for  vitamin  D3. 

4.  A  preparation  of  the  purest  sample 
f  calciferol  available. 

The  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  Ad- 
isory  Board  joined  in  the  scheme, 
ighteen  laboratories  in  the  U.S.A.  and 
anada,  nine  in  Great  Britain,  two  in 
|P  Zealand  and  four  in  the  Scandina- 
ian  countries  participated.  Results  of 
wenty-nine  rat  assays  and  twenty-five 
hick  assays  were  received. 


The  design  of  the  rat  assays  may  be 
taken  as  an  illustration  of  the  design  of 
the  assays  .  involved  :  It  was  decided  to 
use  at  least  ten  litters  at  each  of  three  dose 
levels  (in  the  ratio  1,  2,  4)  assigning  one 
member  of  each  litter  to  each  of  the  four 
solutions.  This  meant  that  solution  com- 
parisons were  isogenic  (i.e.,  "  between 
litter  mates  ")  but  that  the  slope  was  de- 
termined from  non-isogenic  comparisons.  It 
was  known  that  the  slope  would  be  suffi- 
ciently accurately  determined  in  this  way, 
and  it  was  decided  to  sacrifice  a  certain 
loss  of  accuracy  to  simplicity  of  design. 
When  the  results  from  all  the  laboratories 
were  combined,  the  fiducial  limits 
(P=o.95)  for  all  comparisons  were  of  the 
order  of  5  per  cent,  on  either  side  of  the 
estimated  value,  with  the  exception  of  the 
U.S. P.  reference  oil,  where  there  were  cer- 
tain differences  from  laboratory  to  labora- 
tory which  pushed  up  the  fiducial  limits 
of  comparisons  with  it  to  about  10  per 
cent.  Such  a  result  as  this  is  as  accurate 
as  can  ever  be  expected  with  a  biological 
test. 

A  PHARMACIST'S 
ANTHOLOGY 

"  Now,  a  single  quantity  of  one  hundred 
drops  will  fill  a  very  old-fashioned  obsolete 
teaspoon,  of  that  order  which  you  find 
still  lingering  amongst  the  respectable 
poor.

This  obstinate  twist  in  masculine 
habits  it  was  that  secretly  controlled  the 
manufacture  of  teaspoons.  Up  to  Waterloo, 
teaspoons  were  adjusted  chiefiy  to  the 
calibre  of  female  mouths.  Since  then, 
greatly  to  the  benefit  of  national  health, 
the  grosser  and  browner  sex  have  univers- 
ally fallen  into  the  effeminate  habit  of 
tea-drinking  ;  and  the  capacity  of  teaspoons 
have  naturally  conformed  to  the  new  order 
of  cormorant  mouths  that  have  alighted 
by  myriads  upon  the  tea  trays  of  these 
later  generations."

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OINTMENT  BASES 


[Concluded  from  The  Chemist 
Oil-in- Water  Emulsifying  Bases 

Bases  of  the  O/W  type  contain  fats  or 
oils  and  emulsifying  agents,  but  no  water. 
They  are,  in  fact,  an  anhydrous  form  of 
the  corresponding  oil-in-water  emulsified 
ointment  bases,  and  the  emulsified  base  can 
be  prepared  by  incorporating  water  under 
certain  conditions  into  the  anhydrous  base. 
Oil-in-water  emulsifying  bases  are  used 
clinically,  and  possess  the  advantage  over 
conventional  greasy  ointments  that,  con- 
taining as  they  do  an  emulsifying  agent, 
they  can  be  more  readily  removed  or 
"  emulsified  off  the  skin."  An  example  is 
emulsifying  ointment,  B.P. 

Water-in-Oil  Emulsifying  Bases 

Emulsifying  bases  of  the  W/O  type  are 
anhydrous  equivalents  of  water-in-oil  emul- 
sifying bases.  They  contain  a  water-in-oil 
emulsifying  agent  in  paraffin  and  other 
constituents,  but  no  water.  An  example 
from  the  Pharmacopoeia  is  ointment  of 
wool  alcohols. 

Fat-free  Ointment  Bases 

There  are  many  substances  which'  will 
produce  a  fat-free  jelly  type  of  ointment 
base.  They  include:  — 

Glycerin  and  Tragacanth  Bases.  — 
Tragacanth  and  certain  other  gums  pro- 
duce a  mucilaginous  ointment  base  which, 
if  a  proportion  of  glycerin  is  also  inclu- 
ded, has  emollient  properties.  Glycerin  and 
tragacanth  bases  are  widely  employed  in 
hand  creams  and  other  cosmetic  prepara- 
tions. 

Carbohydrates.  —  Various  carbohy- 
drates may  be  used  for  preparing  fat-free 
ointment  bases.  They  include  starch  and 
pectin,  and  seaweed  products  such  as  agar, 
Irish  moss,  and  the  alginates.  Probably 
the  alginates  are  the  most  interesting  of 
this  group.  They  are  the  salts  of  alginic 
acid  and  are  sold  under  the  trade  name 
of  Manucol.  The  degree  of  polymerisation 
of  alginic  acid  from  the  alginates  can  be 
controlled  during  manufacture,  and  conse- 
quently it  is  possible  to  obtain  solutions  of 
widely  different  viscosity  at  the  same  con- 
centration, hence  the  various  grades  of 
Manucol.  Sodium  alginate  forms  a  useful 
jelly-type  base  which  dries  to  leave  a  thin 
film  on  the  skin.  Unfortunately,  insoluble 
alginic  acid  is  precipitated  when  strong 
acid  is  present  (below  pU4.)  and  in  the 
presence  of  calcium,  zinc,  aluminium,  cop- 
per or  silver  ions  insoluble  salts  are  pre- 
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cipitated.  Preservation  (using  chlorocresc 
or  hydroxybenzoic  acid  esters)  is  essentia 

Cellulose  Derivatives. — If  one  of  th 
OH  groups  of  cellulose  is  modified  by  a: 
alkyl  group,  or  a  substituted  alkyl  group 
a  class  of  substances  is  produced  that  ar 
known  as  cellulose  ethers.  They  produc 
clear,  colourless  and  odourless  aqueou 
solutions  of  high  viscosity,  which  are  rea 
sonably  resistant  to  attacks  by  micro-orga 
nisms.  There  are  two  main  types  :  methy 
or  ethyl  cellulose,  and  the  sodium  deriva 
tives  of  carboxymethyl  cellulose.  Th 
methyl  cellulose  type  differs  from  carboxy 
methyl  cellulose  in  being  precipitated  whei 
its  solution  is  heated.  Hence  methyl  cellu 
lose  is  sometimes  referred  to  as  "  cold 
soluble  "  and  sodium  carboxymethyl  cellu 
lose  as  "  hot-soluble."  The  cellulose  deri 
vatives  differ  from  the  alginates  in  tha 
they  are  calcium-tolerant.  On  the  othei 
hand,  their  viscosity  is  somewhat  variable 
and  may  change  on  keeping. 

Polyvinyl  Alcohol. — Polyvinyl  alco 
hoi,  which  is  prepared  by  hydrolysis  o: 
polyvinyl  acetate,  a  substance  used  exten 
sively  in  the  plastics  industry,  forms  water 
soluble  polymers,  and  has  ■  occasionally 
been  used  in  ointment  bases. 

Bentonite. — Bentonite  is  an  active  col 
loidal  aluminium  silicate  which  is  insoluble 
in  water,  but  forms  a  jelly  in  suspension 
of  eight  times  its  volume.  A  proportion  oj 
20  per  cent,  bentonite  in  water  gives  a 
jelly  resembling  soft  paraffin  in  consis 
tency.  Bentonite  jellies  are  very  resistant 
to  heat.  It  is  stated  that  they  should  not 
be  used  in  wounds,  on  account  of  the  in 
soluble  matter  present.  When  applied  to 
the  intact  skin  they  leave  the  skin  smooth 
as  if  recently  sprinkled  with  powder. 

Polyethylene  Glycols. — Polymers  of 
ethylene  glycol  are  available  under  the 
trade  name  Carbowax.  They  vary  in  con- 
sistency from  that  of  beeswax  to  that  of 
liquid  paraffin.  They  are  completely  soluble 
in  water,  alcohol,  propylene  glycol  and 
most  organic  solvents,  but  are  insoluble  in 
and  immiscible  with  fats,  oils  and  paraffin 
They  are  poor  solvents  for  oil-soluble  ingre- 
dients, but  useful  for  sulphanilamide,  sul 
phathiazole,  salicylic  acid,  etc.,  which  are 
poorly  soluble  in  water.  The  Carbowaxes 
are  water-miscible,  and  have  none  of  the 
water-resistant  properties  of  fats. 
are  hygroscopic  and  may  take  up  moisture 
from  the  horny  layer  since,  when  they  are 
wiped  off,  the  skin  surface  appears  dry.

archase  Tax  Problems 

Purchase  tax  and  price  control  remained 
ajor  problems  and  during  the  year  the 
archase  tax  subcommittee  was  working 
instantly  on  the  various  effects  of  the 
x.  The  problems  fell  into  four  main 
?adings :  — 

Reduction  of  the  existing  punitive  rate 
of  tax. 

Dislocation  caused  prior  to  the  Budget. 
Methods  of  payment. 
Tax  on  samples. 


In  November  a  deputation  from  the 
Council  discussed  the  three  main  aspects 
with  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
and  a  copy  of  the  case  submitted  to  him 
was  sent  also  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer. In  pressing  for  removal  of  toilet 
preparations  from  the  100  per  cent,  class, 
the  industry  re-emphasised  that  such  pro- 
ducts were  not  luxuries.  The  original  war- 
time objectives  of  conserving  factory  space 
and  labour  were  no  longer  relevant,  and 
the  high  rate  of  tax  reacted  seriously 
against  the  Government's  own  desire  to 
reduce  retail  prices  of  consumer  products. 
The  Industry  suggested  that,  if  the  Gov- 
ernment wished  to  reduce  prices  to  the 
consumer  in  an  industry  that  had,  in  the 
majority  of  cases,  not  raised  its  retail 
prices  above  those  ruling  before  the  war, 
it  should  give  the  industry  a  lead  by  first 
reducing  the  tax  and  by  recognising  that 
toilet  preparations  should  be  reclassified 
as  more  essential  goods. 

Periods  of  Uncertainty 

The  opportunity  was  also  taken  of  im- 
pressing on  the  Government  the  serious 
dislocation  of  trade  that  took  place  at  the 
time  of  any  impending  tax  change,  and 
a  strong  plea  was  made  that  industry 
should  have  prior  notice  of  any  forth- 
coming reduction  in  rate,  or  alternatively 
that,  when  a  reduction  was  made,  the  re- 
duced rate  should  be  retroactive  for  a 
period  of  three  months.  Instances  were 
cited  of  cessation  of  normal  buying  prior 
to  the  Budget,  disrupting  production  and 
severely  straining  capital  resources,  par- 
ticularly of  the  smaller  firms.  Unless  a 
solution  of  the  problem  were  found,  many 
of  the  smaller  firms,  as  well  as  some  of 
the  larger,  would  have  no  alternative  but 
to  stand  off  workers  during  the  three- 
monthly  period  preceding  a  Budget. 

The  Council  was  also  concerned  at  the 
burden  caused  to  manufacturers  by  exist- 
ing methods  of  purchase  tax  collection. 
Retailers  who  had  hitherto  financed  the 
tax  until  their  stocks  had  been  sold  were 
no  longer  able  to  make  prompt  payment 
for  deliveries  from  manufacturers,  and 
were  increasingly  requiring  credit.  Fur- 
thermore, the  advent  of  the  National 
Health  Service  had  worsened  the  position 
considerably,  chemists  having  to  wait  ap- 
proximately o.\  to  3  months  to  recover  the 
cost  of  prescriptions  dispensed  :  credit  for 
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their  purchases  was  thus  more  than  ever 
necessary.  Manufacturers  and  distribu- 
tors consequently  found  themselves  having 
to  pay  to  the  Customs  and  Excise  the  full 
tax  on  the  dates  laid  down  while  receiving 
only  a  fraction  of  the  amount  due  to  them 
from  retailers.  In  many  cases  the  prob- 
lem had  become  so  serious  that  manufac- 
turers had  been  forced  into  the  expense  of 
bank  loans  in  order  to  meet  their  tax  ob- 
ligations. At  an  extraordinary  general 
meeting  on  January  15,  1949,  the  follow- 
ing resolution  was  adopted  with  only  one 
dissentient : 

"  That  the  Members  of  this  Federation  put 
on  record  their  protest  at  the  Government  con- 
tinuing to  impose  purchase  tax  on  toilet  prepara- 
tions three  years  after  the  cessation  of  hostilities. 
They  accordingly  instruct  the  Council  to  press 
the  Government  for  the  abolition  of  this  tax. 
Further,  they  desire  the  Council  to  call  upon  the 
Government  to  make  the  abolition  or  any  re- 
duction of  purchase  tax  retroactive  to 
January  1." 

The  resolution  was  forwarded  to  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  who  promised 
in  his  Budget  speech  that  he  would  initi- 
ate discussions  with  the  various  retail  or- 
ganisations before  the  next  Budget. 

Later  in  the  year,  the  question  of  pur- 
chase tax  on  samples  and  testing  stands 
came  into  prominence.  On  that  subject 
the  Federation  had  discussions  with  the 
Customs  and  Excise  and  submitted  fur- 
ther details  in  order  to  obtain  a  uniform 
application  of  the  concession  which  the 
Customs  had  power  to  grant.  The  Coun- 
cil maintained  that  sampling  and  testing 
could  be  proved  a  long-recognised  practice 
of  the  trade  and  a  necessary  one  inasmuch 
as  the  industry's  products,  as  normally 
packed,  could  not  be  tested  before  pur- 
chase by  visual  examination  or  by  touch 
or  smell.  Within  the  industry  sampling 
fell  into  two  classes  :  (a)  offering  a  sample 
upon  application  following  an  advertise- 
ment in  the  Press  and  (b)  the  testing  or 
demonstration  of  products  at  the  point  of 
sale.  The  Customs  were  prepared,  under 
certain  conditions  and  subject  to  approval 
of  individual  schemes,  to  allow  tax-free 
dispatch  of  samples  direct  to  consumers 
but  they  insisted  that  samples  supplied  to 
retailers  for  testing-stands,  etc.,  were  goods 
"  appropriated  "  by  the  retailer  or  store  at 
the  time  of  dispatch,  and  therefore  liable 
to  tax.  Another  problem  causing  concern 
was  the  imposition  of  both  import  duty  and 
purchase  tax  on  samples  imported  from 
abroad  for  control  purposes  only.  Duty-free 
imports  were  not  yet  permitted. 


Price  Control 

The  work  of  the  subcommittee  dealin 
with  price  control  had  fallen  into  tw 
categories ;  first,  the  endeavour  to  obtai 
the  removal  of  toilet  preparations  and  pel 
fumery  from  the  scope  of  the  Miscellane 
ous  Goods  (Maximum  Prices)  Amendmeri 
(Order),  and  secondly  to  deal  with  indi 
vidual  members'  problems.  At  the  annus 
dinner  in  1948  the  president  of  the  Fed 
eration  had  taken  the  opportunity  to  im 
press  upon  the  President  of  the  Board  c 
Trade  the  serious  view  taken  by  the  indus 
try  of  the  scope  of  the  Order.  In  replying 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  ha 
suggested  that  if  the  industry  was  pre 
pared  to  make  a  recommendation  to  it 
members  to  reduce  prices  by  10  per  cenl 
it  would  simplify  the  problem  so  far  as  t| 
Board  of  Trade  was  concerned.  Th 
Council  considered  the  request,  but  fel 
it  was  unreasonable  and  impracticable  ti 
expect  manufacturers  to  reduce  their  price 
by  10  per  cent.  Instead,  a  detailed  cas 
was  prepared  and  submitted.  Further  dis 
cussions  with  the  Federation  are  to  tak 
place  shortly. 

During  1948  the  Federation  submittei 
both  written  and  oral  evidence  to  the  Com 
mittee  on  Resale  Price  Maintenance.  Th 
Federation's  subcommittee  had  givei 
thought  to  the  Government's  report,  an( 
the  Council  was  keeping  in  close  toucl 
with  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Asso 
ciation.  At  the  beginning  of  the  .year 
Mr.  Harold  Wilson  conveyed  his  congratu 
lations  to  the  industry  on  the  highly  sue 
cessful  expansion  of  its  export  trade.  Late 
in  the  year,  emphasis  shifted  from  genera 
targets  to  the  need  for  increasing  export: 
to  the  dollar  countries.  The  suspensions  o 
imports  into  South  Africa,  India  and  Por 
tugal  were  serious  blows,  and  expectation, 
of  relaxations  of  import  restrictions  in  sucr 
markets  as  Argentine,  Brazil.  Spain,  Den 
mark,  Sweden  and  Holland  had  not  ma- 
terialised.

Potential  Threat  to  Pharmacy 

Sir, — Let  Mr.  Strachey's  recent  hand- 
ling of  the  butchers  be  a  warning  to  all 
pharmacists.  When  the  time  comes  for  the 
next  cut  to  be  applied  to  pharmaceutical 
payments  in  the  Health  Service,  the  same 
methods  can  and  may  be  applied. 
The  threat  to  allow  the  "  co-ops  "  and 
chain  butchers  to  distribute  all  the  avail- 
able meat  has  a  close  parallel  in  dispensing. 
True — the  co-operative  and  multiple 
chemists  would  be  unable  to  handle  all  the 
dispensing,  just  as  their  counterparts 
could  not  possibly  have  distributed  all  the 
meat  ration,  but  they  would  be  delighted 
to  have  the  opportunity  of  making  the 
attempt.  The  multiple  chemists  are  at  this 
moment  preparing  to  put  themselves  in  a 
strong  position  against  such  a  contingency, 
and  at  the  same  time  flouting  the  Society's 
educational  policy  by  training  assistant 
dispensers  who  have  no  intention  of  quali- 
fying. These  assistants  are  not  indentured, 
but  are  given  the  full  apprentice's  training 
course,  and  will  be  available  for  dilution 
private  pharmacist?

Demand  for  Pharmaceutical  and  Fine 
Chemicals  continues  steady,  with  few 
price  movements.  There  are,  however, 
reports  that  Aminophylline  is  a  weaker 
market.  Stearic  acid  is  in  very  short 
supply  and  the  market  is  firm.  Zinc  oxide 
is  dearer  by  35s.  per  ton.  In  Crude 
Drugs  markets,  there  has  been  a  slight 
easing  of  Nicaraguan  Ipecacuanha  follow- 
ing a  decrease  in  demand  for  this  article ; 
Colombian  root  is  also  quoted  at  lower 
prices.  High  prices  are  asked  for  Jamaican 
Sarsaparilla,  native  red,  for  shipment, 
and  supplies  at  origin  are  low.  Stocks 
of  some  grades  of  Tinnevelly  Senna 
leaves  on  the  spot  are  short  and  the  mar- 
ket is  firmer  in  tone.  In  the  gum  markets, 
Tragacanth  continues  firm  with  fine-white 
grades  in  good  request.  Gum  acacia  is  in 
routine  demand  at  late  rates.  In  Spices, 
Zanzibar  Cloves  is  a  firm  market  and  the 
small  supplies  available  at  source  are  held 
for  high  prices.  Lower  prices  are  quoted 
for  Ginger.  Balsam  peru  is  firmer  in 
tone.  The  Menthol  market  has  been  quiet 
and  prices  have  declined.  Camphor  also 
has  been  in  small  demand  and  holders, 
keen  to  make  headway,  are  disposed  to 
shade  quotations.  A  small  consumer  de- 
mand is  reported  for  Essential  Oils. 
Supplies  of  Bourbon  Geranium  are  diffi- 
cult and  the  forward  market  is  strong. 
Lower  prices  are  asked  for  Spearmint. 

U.S.  Drug  and  Chemical  Report 

New  York,  March  10 

Several  price  adjustments  have  been  an- 
nounced over  the  past  few  days.  Aspirin 
advanced  from  48  to  50  cents  per  lb.. 
Methyl  salicylate  from  40  to  42  cents 
and  Sodium  salicylate  from  57  to  59 
cents.  Domestic  demand  for  Santonin 
far  exceeds  the  supply  available.  Vita- 
mins are  quite  firm  in  tone  and  a  number 
of  Sulphonamides  are  in  fairly  substantial 
demand.  The  Crude  Drugs  market  is  very 
quiet,  but  remains  strong  because  of  the 
small  stocks  on  hand ;  it  is  thought  that 
any  increase  in  demand  would  immedi- 
ately be  followed  by  upward  price  move- 
ments in  a  number  of  articles.  Balsam 
tolu  is  dearer  at  origin  and  the  trade  here 
attributes  this  to  demand  from  Western 
European  and  other  countries.  Galangal 
root  is  quoted  at  23  cents  per  lb.,  against 
19  cents  previously ;  supplies  here  are  be- 
coming exhausted  and  the  replacement 
position  is  not  promising.  Carnauba  wax, 
No.  1,  declined  recently  from  $1.12  to 
$1.10,  and  there  were  similar  reductions 
in  the  refined  and  No.  3  N.C.  material. 
The  reductions  followed  reports  here  that 
some  shipments  have  been  made  on  a  bar- 
ter basis,  but  later  information  indicating 


that  there  would  be  no  further  deals 
this  nature  led  the  trade  to  expect 
early  upward  price  movement.  Menthol 
reported  by  some  sources  to  be  availa 
at  $9.90  per  lb.,  which  is  10  cents  beL 
the  previous  inside  price  level.
